"Beneficial to the Whole Western World 

As a normal thing, foreign nations which possess 
sizeable merchant marines have worked to the best 
of their ability against the development of the Amer- 
ican merchant marine. The reason is obvious — these 
nations want the traffic to be carried by their ships, 
not ours. Norway, a major maritime power, has been 
among those nations. 

That fact lends great significance to an editorial 
which appeared in the Norwegian Shipping News a 
short time ago. It was inspired by the Suez crisis 
and the general increase in world political tensions, 
which have made it necessary for the United States 
to come to the aid of Western Europe with oil and 
other basic supplies. The editorial said, in part: "His- 
tory has shown that the Western world needs a 
very substantial reserve of tonnage to be activated 
in times of crisis, and only the United States can 
afford to build and maintain such a fleet ... In 
order to maintain a reserve fleet large enough to 
meet all foreseeable demands, the U. S. must have 
an active merchant navy and a shipbuilding indus- 
try capable both of servicing the existing fleet and 
building new and more' efficient vessels. On those 
grounds we welcome the substantial new-building 
programme now getting under way in American 
shipyards." 

In other words, this authoritative Norwegian 
journal recognizes the obvious fact that if we are 
to be able to handle world crises to the advantage 
of our friends, we must have an adequate operating 
merchant marine at all times. The editorial's last 
sentence is especially noteworthy: "A continuation 
and extension of the present replacement programme 
would not only strengthen the U. S. merchant fleet 
— it wold be beneficial, to the whole Western 
world."

Cutting the Budget 

The proposed $71.8 billion federal budget — 
largest in our peace-time history — has caused more 
concern than any domestic problem in a long' time. 
And that concern is not of a partisan nature. It is 
shared by men high in the President's official family, 
and by Senators and Representatives of both parties. 

There are all manner of suggestions as to where 
and to what extent this budget can be cut. The de- 
tails of budget-cutting constitute a field for the ex- 
perts. But you don't need to be an expert to under- 
stand one thing — that the logical place to make the 
deepest cuts is in areas where the government is 



carrying on jobs, at taxpayers' expense, which could 
and should be done by toxpaying private enterprise. 

This simply means that it is time we got the 
government out of business. And an excellent place 
to begin would be the non-taxpaylng* socialized elec- 
tric power systems. 

Some time ago various prominent men suggested 
that these systems be sold to private enterprise. 
That proposal gained wide and enthusiastic response. 
Unfortunately, little has been hoard of it lately. But 
It is even more valid, even more urgent, now than 
in the past. Some of the systems would bring in a 
huge amount of money. It is felt thnt some of the 
systems, incidentally, would bring the government 
more than they cost, as they were built at a time 
when the dollar had much greater value. 

That would be only the beginning. The systems, 
for the most part, are both free of taxes and are sub- 
sidized by taxes. In private hands, the subsidies 
would end — and in addition the systems would be- 
come major taxpayers. The Importance of this is 
illustrated by the fact that the average independent 
utility company now pays about 23 per cent of all 
its revenues from power sales in taxes. 

It would take time to make these sales. a Mean- 
while, we could further brighten the budget picture 
by putting the socialized systems on a business basis 
and demanding that they pay all the costs of opera- 
tion, as do private concerns — including taxes.

Don't Ki» Railroads Good-by! 

The railroads have been carrying on their pas- 
senger business at a deficit, There are various ways 
of figuring out how big the deficit is, and Various 
totals result, but in any case it is a very serious one. 
And some hove come to the conclusion that it is 
just a matter of time before railroad passenger ser- 
vice becomes largely extinct. 

This caused the New York Herald Tribune to 
say: "But before anybody kisses the railroads good- 
bye, it would be well to think about how New York 
City and the metropolitan region would manage 
without this part of mass transportation. To dump 
several hundred thousand extra travelers on the 
highways each day would be disastrous, both to per- 
sonal convenience and to general prosperity 

What the metropolitan region needs is more mass 
transportation, not less." The paper then empha- 
sized that this problem is- not confined to the huge 
cities, saying, "In this every community, and not 
New York City alone, has a vital interest." 

There is no denying that. Railroad passenger 
service is a very important asset to the smaller towns 
of the country. Not everyone, by any means, wants 
to drive a car on a trip of any distance, in these 
days of congested roads and soaring accident rates. 
Not everyone, by any means, wants to fly. On top 
of that, the big commercial aircraft can be accommo- 
dated at only a comparatively few centers, which 
possess the huge fields and the wealth of complex 
and costly equipment required. 

The railroad passenger problem isn't suscepti- 
ble to an easy or pat solution. But everyone with 
an interest in this country's welfare will wish the 
! best of luck to those who are seeking solutions.

Committee on Unit 
School System Will 
Make Close Survey 

The Community School Unit com- 
mittee meeting at the Antioch 
Township High school Wednesday 
evening set the wheels in motion 
for a detailed survey of Antioch 
Township schools.
